"We are opening this campaign 
to sell Ihe policy at the lime of 
discharge because we believe il is 
a good investment. There will bo 
a Veterans' Administration

resentative or team in mosl sep- 
aration centers to explain Ihe ad- 
vantages of retaining Ihe insurance 
in civilian life and In collccl pre- 
miums in advance."

"We are opening this campaign 
to sell Ihe policy at the lime of 
discharge because we believe il is 
a good investment. There will bo 
a Veterans' Administration 
rep- 
resentative or team in mosl sep- 
aration centers to explain Ihe ad- 
vantages of retaining Ihe insurance 
in civilian life and In collccl pre- 
miums in advance."

Breining says the Life Insurance 
Association of the United Slates

The government deducts
